Last five freed Cuban dissidents 
arrive in Spain 


MADRID, Spain (AFP) - The 
last five of a group of recently 
freed Cuban dissidents arrived 
in Spain yesterday along with 
several of their family mem¬ 
bers. 

The five men, aged be¬ 
tween 39 and 66, arrived at 
Madrid's Barajas airport on 
two commercial flights from 
Havana. 

They completed the list of 
20 who have accepted resi¬ 
dency in Spain after Madrid 
helped broker a deal reached 
on July 7 between the Cuban 
government and the Roman 
Catholic Church to gradually 
free 52 detainees. 

The remaining prisoners 
will remain in Cuba or leave 


for the United States. 

If all 52 dissidents are freed, 
it will be the largest release of 
Cuban prisoners since 1998 
when 300 dissidents were 
spared jail time following a 
visit by then pope John Paul II. 

The deal came after dissi¬ 
dent hunger striker Guillermo 
Farinas nearly starved to death. 

Havana wants to avoid a re¬ 
peat of the death in detention 
of political prisoner Orlando 
Zapata on February 23, as it 
seeks closer international ties 
to improve its slumping econ¬ 
omy. 

And Cuba's parliamentary 
chief Ricardo Alarcon has said 
the country was ready to re¬ 
lease more detainees.

BOGOTA, Colombia (AFP) - 
The United States threw its 
support behind key ally 
Colombia Friday in a row with 
Venezuela that has seen the 
South American neighbors 
break ties amid escalating mil¬ 
itary tensions. 

Colombia's allegations that 
Venezuela was harboring 
1,500 Colombian rebels in 
camps on its territory — the 
trigger for the dispute — "need 
to be taken very seriously," the 
US State Department said. 

State Department spokes¬ 
man Philip Crowley told re¬ 
porters in Washington, 
however, that Venezuelan Pres¬ 
ident Hugo Chavez's decision 
Thursday to sever all diplo¬ 
matic relations with Colombia 
and put border troops on alert 
was "a petulant response." 

Venezuelan Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Luisa Ortega said soldiers 
were being mobilized to bor¬ 
der towns to boost security. 
And Defense Minister Carlos 
Mata said that, while the fron¬ 
tier was currently calm, the 
army was ready to "give a ro- 
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bust response" if Colombian 
forces attacked. 

Fear the confrontation 
could spill over into military 
action galvanized other coun¬ 
tries in the region. 

Brazilian President Luiz 
Inacio Lula da Silva was to 
make an August 6 trip to 
Venezuela to try to defuse the 
situation with Chavez, his of¬ 
fice said. 

Ecuador's President Rafael 
Correa said he was seeking a 
meeting of leaders from the 
Unasur regional bloc to help 
resolve the row. 

The row revived long-sim¬ 
mering tensions between Colom¬ 
bia, the biggest US military ally 
in the region, and Venezuela, a 
friend of Cuba that has used its 
oil wealth to accumulate an arse¬ 
nal of modem Russian warplanes 
and weaponry. 

The two countries almost 
went to war in 2008 over a raid 
Colombia made into Ecuador 
to destroy a rebel Revolution¬ 
ary Armed Forces of Colombia 
(FARC) camp. 

Last year, Chavez froze ties 
with Colombia after Bogota 
agreed to give the US military 
access to seven of its bases to 
fight cocaine production and 
trafficking — activities in 
which Colombian rebels are 
deeply involved. 

Colombia now claims 
Venezuela is serving as a rear 
base for insurgents from the 
FARC and the smaller Na¬ 
tional Liberation Army (ELN). 

Colombian President Al¬ 
varo Uribe — who hands over 
the reins of power to his for¬ 
mer defense minister early 
next month — launched the al¬ 
legation last week. On Thurs¬ 
day, his envoy to the 
Organization of American 
States (OAS) produced photos, 
videos, coordinates and satel¬ 
lite maps he said proved rebels 
were operating out of more 
than 80 camps in Venezuela. 

Chavez, denying the allega¬ 
tions, said his army pursued 
any Colombian insurgents in 
Venezuela. He accused Uribe 
of using the putative camps as 
a pretext "to attack us and

Suriname president promises

VVD leader Mark Rutte, 
the PVV's Geert Wilders and 
Labour leader Job Cohen all 
advised new cabinet negotia¬ 
tor Ruud Lubbers to focus on 
a right-wing cabinet in their 
meetings yesterday. 

And yesterday morning, 


Lubbers said he wanted the 
the VVD, PVV and CDA 
leaders to sit down and talk 
about some form of 'alliance' 
between them. 

It is not yet clear what Ver¬ 
hagen, who told Lubbers he 
backed a VVD CDA Labour 
coalition, will now do. 

When the right-wing op¬ 
tion was first looked at in 
early June, Verhagen refused 
to join in. He said Rutte and 
Wilders first had to agree on 
a number of controversial 
subjects, such as Wilders call 
for a tax on Muslim head- 
scarves, ethnic registration 
and a ban on the Koran.

PARAMARIBO, Suriname - 
- Ex-dictator Desi Bouterse 
vows to respect judicial inde¬ 
pendence after remarkable 
comeback sees him elected 
president 

A former dictator and con¬ 
victed drug trafficker who 
has been elected president of 
Suriname has promised not to 
interfere in his trial for al¬ 
legedly murdering opponents 
during his military rule. 

Desi Bouterse, a one-time 
pariah who has made a re¬ 
markable political comeback, 
said he would respect demo¬ 
cratic norms and judicial in¬ 
dependence. 

Parliament elected him 
president earlier this week 
after months of negotiations. 
Bouterse's coalition, called 
the Mega Combination, won 
most seats in elections in 
May but needed a small 
party's backing to clinch his 
return to power. 

Once he is sworn in next 
month, Suriname, a former 
Dutch colony of patchily 
populated jungle on the 
northern tip of South Amer¬ 
ica, will have one of the 
world's most controversial 
leaders. 


Bouterse seized power in 
1980 soon after independ¬ 
ence from the Netherlands. 
He was accused of human 
rights violations, notably the 
December 1982 massacre of 
15 politicians, journalists and 
other regime critics. He was 
also accused of abusing 
power to protect drug ship¬ 
ments. In 1999 a Dutch court 
convicted him in absentia of 
cocaine trafficking and sen¬ 
tenced him to 11 years. Since 
then he has avoided travel to 
countries having extradition 
treaties with the Netherlands. 

Civilian rule returned to 
Suriname but disappointment 
with an economy dependent 
on mining and agriculture en¬ 
abled Bouterse to claw back 
popularity by promising to 
spread wealth more evenly. 

As president Bouterse will 
not be immune from prosecu¬ 
tion in Suriname but could 
grant himself an amnesty if 
convicted. A spokesman, 
Winston Lackin, said the trial 
would run its course. "The 
president-elect has guaran¬ 
teed that the justice system 
will continue to function in¬ 
dependently, without any in¬ 
terference." 


Minister of Labor, Trans¬ 
port and Tourism, Otmar 
Oduber expressed as part of 
his management plan, the 
wish to introduce an airline 
hub service on Aruba. 

An airline hub is an air¬ 
port that an airline uses as a 
transfer point to get passen¬ 
gers to their intended desti¬ 
nation. It is part of a hub 
where travelers moving be¬ 
tween airports not served by 
direct flights change planes 
en route to their destina¬ 
tions. 

Some airlines may use 
only a single hub, while 
other airlines use multiple 
hubs. Hubs are used for 
both passenger flights as 
well as cargo flights. 

During a recent meeting 
between Minister Oduber to¬ 
gether with project coordina¬ 
tor, Aruba’s Xiomara Winlc- 
laar, and representatives of 
Venezolana and Vision Air, 
the final details were handled 
to introduce this service at 
the Aruba airport where 
tourists leaving Caracas, 
Venezuela and Maracaibo 
will come to Aruba and from 
here board a plane from Vi¬ 
sion Air to Miami. 

Taking into account that 
there are already existing 
between Venezuela and 
Aruba (three weekly flights 
from Caracas and Mara¬ 
caibo), Vision Air charter will 
start with daily flights on July 
27 using Aruba as a hub be¬ 
tween Venezuela and Miami. 
This brings along great busi¬ 
ness opportunities, particu¬ 
larly from the Venezuelan 
market; there will be daily 


flights from Caracas, Mara¬ 
caibo and Valencia to Aruba. 

There is also the opportu¬ 
nity to create a dual destina¬ 
tion, where tourists can stay a 
few days on Aruba before 
boarding the plane to Miami 
or stay here after coming 
from Miami before going 
back to Venezuela. 


This new development 
creates business opportuni¬ 
ties for our airport by means 
of landing and parking fees. 
Also the drop of Venezuelan 
tourists to our island can be 
lessened. It surely is a very 
important step for the devel¬ 
opment of our tourism and 
aerial transport.

Searching for 
videos will be easier with a 
new thumbnail view and 
viewing videos will be more 
intuitive with the options to 
view them in their original 
default size, fit them to the 
screen, or in a full-screen 
view. A new option to upload 
videos instantly to YouTube 


is also included. For taking 
pictures, RIM has added new 
onscreen controls for its 
point-and-shoot cameras. 

RIM is stepping up its 
game in other multimedia 
apps. People who like listen¬ 
ing and watching podcasts 
will find a lot to like with 
RIM's new podcast app. The 
new app will let users search, 
subscribe, and play podcasts 
directly from their Black¬ 
Berry 6 device. Those who 
want to discover other types 
of media can do so with 
BlackBerry's new explorer, 
which can find music, video, 
and picture apps in Black¬ 
Berry App World. 

All of the new capabilities 
mentioned in the blog post 
aren't game-changing.

Some risk factors for heart disease can be controlled, and 
some can’t. According to the American Heart Association, 
these are the leading factors that put you at risk for coronary 
artery disease or a heart attack. 

•Age: More than 83% of people who die from coronary 
heart disease are 65 or older. Older women are more likely 
to die of heart attacks within a few weeks of the attack than 
older men. 

•Being male: Men have a greater risk of heart attack than 
women do, and they have attacks earlier in life. Even after 
menopause, when women's death rate from heart disease in¬ 
creases, it's not as great as men's. 

•Family history. Those with parents or close relatives 
with heart disease are more likely to develop it themselves. 

•Race: Heart disease risk is higher among African Amer¬ 
icans, Mexican Americans, American Indians, native Hawai- 
ians, and some Asian Americans compared to Caucasians.

It was where the Dutch 
first settled after they recap¬ 


tured it in 1816. It is said that 
Savaneta name became during 
the Spanish colonization in 
1840.

Heading east to San Nicolas 
you will encounter Cura 
Cabai located along the west 
coast of the island. 

Driving further you will 
find Aruba's second largest 
city, San Nicolas, with the ma¬ 
jority of residents originally 
hailing from the British 
Caribbean. The development 
of the city is undeniably linked 
to the oil refinery, the presence

SAO PAULO, Brazil (AFP) - 
Brazil will build a replica of 
Jerusalem's destroyed Tem¬ 
ple of Solomon in eastern 
Sao Paulo, in a four-year, 
113-million dollar construc¬ 
tion project, local media said 
recently. 

The mega-church, made by 
the Universal Church of the 
Kingdom of God, will meas¬ 
ure 126-by-104 meters and 
stand 55 meters high. It will 
have a 12-floor indoor capac¬ 
ity for 10,000 people, said 


Agencia Folha news agency. 

It will be made of stones 
cut exactly like those of the 
original temple, which first 
went up in 960 BC, was de¬ 
stroyed by the Babylonians in 
587 BC, rebuilt and de¬ 
stroyed again by the Romans 
in the year 70. The Wailing 
Wall is its only remains. 

City authorities have al¬ 
ready approved the contruc- 
tion project for the Bras 
neighborhood, the agency 
said.

Take a look in your local 
newspaper at the ads and tell 
me if any of them accomplish 
the above. 

Very few do and to me 
they are image advertising 
versus direct response. 

Any ad that does not elicit 
the desired action is an ab¬ 
solute waste of time and 
money. 

There are many formulas 
about how to accomplish the 
above. 

A very brief one is a for¬ 
mula known as AIDA. 

Attract the ATTENTION 
of your prospect 

Develop the INTEREST 
of your prospect in the prod¬ 


uct 

Create new DESIRE for 
the product. 

Demand an ACTION 
from the prospect. 

Never forget the basic rule 
of writing ads. 

“If the ad isn’t read, it 
won’t stimulate any sales. If 
it isn’t seen, it can’t be read. 
If it doesn’t grab the attention 
of the reader, it won’t be 
seen.” 

Successful ad writers 
know these fundamentals 
completely. 

Whether you know them 
already or you’re just now 
being exposed to them, your 
knowledge and practice of 
these basics will determine 
your future success as an ad¬ 
vertising copywriter.

Seven banks fail Europe's stress test 


LONDON/MADRID - Seven 
European banks are not strong 
enough to withstand another 
recession and would face a 
capital shortfall of 3.5 billion 
euros ($4.5 billion), far less 
than expected, stoking fears 
the keenly-awaited stress tests 
were too soft. 

While the modest findings 
cast doubt on the credibility of 
the bank tests — released yes¬ 
terday in a bid to restore in¬ 
vestor confidence — with the 
European economy apparently 
improving fast, some analysts 
said that may not matter. 

Five of Spain’s smaller re¬ 
gional lenders, known as cajas, 
failed the test and their recapi¬ 
talization will almost complete 


a state-funded drive to conso¬ 
lidate the country’s network of 
its unlisted savings banks. 

They need 1.8 billion euros, 
the Bank of Spain said. 

Banks in Germany and 
Greece were also seen as weak 
spots and in need of restructu¬ 
ring, but state-owned Hypo 
Real Estate was the only Ger¬ 
man lender to flunk and state- 
controlled ATEbank was the 
only Greek bank to fail. 

Analysts had expected five 
to 10 banks to fail the test, but 
estimated the capital shortfall 
could be over 30 billion euros. 
As expected, no big banks 
failed the health check. 

’’Arguably the failure here 
is not the banks concerned, but 


the test itself. There is little 
evidence that the tests have 
been applied consistently and 
there is a distinct lack of cred¬ 
ibility, making this a wasted 
opportunity,” said Richard 
Cranfield, Chairman Global 
Corporate Group at Allen & 
Overy. 

The Committee of European 
Bank Supervisors (CEBS), a 
previously little known group 
with 25 staff at a small London 
office that coordinated the 
process, said its test was more 
severe than the U.S. process. 

Europe tested how 91 banks 
would cope with another re¬ 
cession and losses on govern¬ 
ment debt after the Greek crisis 
hit markets and raised fears the 


euro zone could unravel. 

It aimed to repeat a health 
check on U.S. banks last year 
that helped restore investor 
confidence and underpinned a 
recovery by bank shares. 

With latest data showing 
signs of a strengthening recov¬ 
ery in Europe, banks could 
find themselves in a healthier 
position than expected, per¬ 
haps explaining the muted 
market reaction. 

The euro fell against the 
dollar as some investors cast 
doubt on whether stress tests 
were tough enough but Ger¬ 
man government bond futures 
fell on relief that they threw up 
no nasty surprises. 

European bank shares 


ended up on the week, before 
the results were announced, 
and the cost of insuring the 
debt of most European banks 
fell afterwards. 

’’Despite questions about 
transparency and how the Euro 
stress tests don’t measure up to 
the U.S. tests last year, I think 
these tests will start to put 
these euro zone concerns be¬ 
hind us,” said Chris Rupkey, 
chief financial economist at 
Bank of Tokyo/Mitsubishi UFJ 
in New York. 

’’There might be some ini¬ 
tial disappointment leading to 
some selling on Monday when 
European markets reopen, but 
the market will soon get over 
it.”

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Study: Beach umbrellas 
do not block all solar 


radiation 



MADRID, Spain (AFP) - 
Hiding out under a beach um¬ 
brella may offer you far less 
protection from the sun's 
harmful ultraviolet radiation 
than you expect, according to 
a new study by Spanish re¬ 
searchers. 

As much as 34 percent of 
ultraviolet radiation, found to 
cause skin cancer and 
cataracts, reaches the ground 
covered by a beach umbrella, 
the University of Valencia re¬ 
searchers found. 

This is because the um¬ 
brellas catch almost all of the 
direct rays but not the dif¬ 
fused radiation that pene¬ 
trates through from the sides, 
according to the research 
published in the journal Pho¬ 
tochemistry and Photobiol¬ 
ogy this week. 

To carry out the study, re¬ 


searchers placed an ultravio¬ 
let ray sensor on the base of a 
blue and white canvas um¬ 
brella with a radius of 80 cen¬ 
timeters (12 inches) and a 
height of 1.5 metres. 

"The umbrella intercepts 
the direct radiation that 
comes from the sun, but part 
of the diffused radiation, 
which makes up approxi¬ 
mately 60 percent of the total, 
reaches the sensor from the 
sky not covered by the um¬ 
brella," study co-author Jose 
Antonio Martinez-Lozano 
said. 

In addition to the use of 
umbrellas, doctors recom¬ 
mend people use sun creams, 
hats and clothing when at the 
beach to guard against ultra¬ 
violet radiation, and avoid 
hours when the sun is at its 
highest.

Ageing with HIV: The hidden side of 
world’s AIDS crisis 
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Graphic showing statistics from five key countries in the fight 
against AIDS. UNAIDS has identified Brazil, Russia, India, 
China and South Africa as important battlegrounds in the 
global AIDS epidemic. 
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VIENNA, Austria (AFP) - 
The world will face a mighty 
social and medical challenge 
as millions of people with HIV 
survive into old age, the world 
AIDS forum has heard. 

The problem is only now 
becoming apparent as the first 
generation living with the 
human immunodeficiency syn¬ 
drome (HIV) head towards 
their 60th birthday and be¬ 
yond, thanks to the lifeline of 
antiretroviral drugs, say spe¬ 
cialists. 

These survivors are mainly 
in western nations, where the 
precious therapy first became 
available from 1996. 

But they will soon be fol¬ 
lowed by millions of counter¬ 
parts in sub-Saharan Africa 
and other poor countries where 
the drug rollout started in the 
middle of the last decade. 

That these men and women 
should have stayed the course 
is itself a stunning testimony to 
antiretrovirals — and, say some 
of the survivors themselves, 
something of a miracle. 

"We lived from day to day," 
Jean-Luc Romero, 51, a coun¬ 
cillor for the Paris region, told 
AFP, as he recalled the situa¬ 
tion in 1987, when he learned 
of his HIV status. 

"There was no point plan¬ 
ning beyond that. We saw peo¬ 
ple dying all around us, and we 
would say, ‘That will be us one 
day.’ We didn't think about the 
future, because the present was 
all we had. I remember think¬ 
ing, 'I won't live beyond 30'." 

AIDS first came to light in 
1981. Before antiretroviral 
treatment developed, people 
usually progressed to the di¬ 
sease within a decade after in¬ 
fection by HIV, and died a year 
or two afterward. 

For many of those now ad¬ 
vancing into old age, living 
with HIV will be fraught with 
medical problems, loneliness 
and stigma and worries about 
finance, a seminar at the 18th 
International AIDS conference 
heard on Wednesday. 

"There have always been 
older people with HIV, but 
what is new is the numbers, 
that will require new public 
health thinking compared to 
the past," said Gottfried Him- 
schall, director of HIV/AIDS 
at the UN's World Health Or¬ 
ganisation (WHO). 

"We have to discuss this 
subject," he said. "Ageing with 
HIV is not just a clinical chal¬ 
lenge, it is a clinical and a so¬ 
cial challenge, and it's not just 
confined to one part of the 
world versus another." 

Lisa Power, policy director 
with the British AIDS charity 
the Terrence Higgins Trust, 


said that even though people 
with HIV were living longer, 
their quality of life was often 
darkly overshadowed by 
worry. 

Her organisation carried out 
a questionnaire of 410 people 
with HIV aged more than 50 
living in Britain, which was 
then followed up with 40 in- 
depth interviews. 

The respondents were like¬ 
lier to be unemployed than 
healthy counterparts and had 
meagre savings, often because 
they had expected to die before 
they got old and so had never 
put money to one side. 

Many were socially iso¬ 
lated, fearful of the double dis¬ 
crimination against old age and 
AIDS, and fretted about the 
day when they ultimately 
would be admitted to hospital 
or a nursing home. 

Research presented by Mar¬ 
garet Hoffman-Terry of the 
American Academy of HIV 
Medicine provided statistic ev¬ 
idence of the scale of the prob¬ 


lem. 

In the United States alone, 
fewer than 20,000 people with 
HIV in 1995 were older than 
50. In 2005, this figure was 
120,000. 

In the 55-plus group, Amer¬ 
icans with HIV were three 
times likelier than a healthy 
man aged 70 to have a chronic 
health problem, she said. 

The complications of HIV - 
- and the side-effects of pow¬ 
erful antiretrovirals that have 
to be taken each day for the 
rest of one's life — breed a long 
list of sicknesses. 

They include depression, 
hypertension, diabetes, lipo- 
distrophy (a redistribution of 
fat around the body), meta¬ 
bolic disorders, osteoporosis, 
heart, liver and kidney disease 
and cancer. 

"In the future we are going 
to see patients living decades, 
and we are going to have to 
figure out ways of getting them 
to a healthy old age," said 
Hoffman-Terry.

Alberto Contador retained 
his eight-second overall lead 
on Andy Schleck a day ahead 
of the final time trial over 
52km that will decide 
whether the Spaniard wins 
the yellow jersey for the third 
time. 

Met on the podium by 
Hollywood stars Cameron 
Diaz and Tom Cruise, who 
had spent the day watching 
the action, Astana rider Con¬ 
tador was all smiles. 

And the Spaniard appeared 
sure of his eventual triumph 


when he gave signed yellow 
jersey gifts to the two actors. 

"Here is a yellow jersey, 
which I hope to win on Sun¬ 
day," the Spanird said. 

Schleck meanwhile is 
hoping to create his own 
drama today and cause what 
would be the biggest upset on 
the race since American Greg 
FeMond beat France's Lau- 
rent Fignon by eight seconds 
in 1989. 

"It's all or nothing," said 
the Fuxemburger, who trailed 
in lmin 45 sec behind Conta¬ 
dor in the final time trial of 
last year's race. 

"I'm going out there with 
no pressure. I've got nothing 
to lose." 

Cavendish sealed his rep¬ 
utation as the race's most suc¬ 
cessful sprinter in decades 


with a master class to his ri¬ 
vals on one of the last stages 
likely to finish in a bunch 
sprint.

Miyazato, Nocera, shine at rain-hit Evian Masters 


EVIAN-LE S -BAINS (AFP) 
- Japan's Mika Miyazato de¬ 
fied atrocious weather and 
two delays to post a second 
round of 67 to take the 
halfway lead in the Evian 
Masters here on Friday. 

But Miyazato's thunder 
was almost stolen by local 
girl Gwladys Nocera who at¬ 
tracted most of the attention 
as she also shot 67 and surged 
into second place. 

It could have been even 
better for the 3 5-year-old 
who uses the course as a reg¬ 
ular practice venue. 

She birdied the short 17th 
from 15 feet to join Miyazato 
on nine under par, but hit a 
tree and dropped a shot at the 
long 18th. In fact, she holed a 
good putt from 12 feet for 
bogey to finish on eight under. 

Nocera, a three-time Sol- 
heim Cup player and the Eu¬ 


ropean No. 1 player two 
years ago, has struggled in 
her five previous appearances 
at Evian. Her best perform¬ 
ance was a tie for 41st and 
she has suffered the embar¬ 
rassment of missing the cut 
on her past two attempts. 

"But I do love playing 
here and, this time, I just 
went out and enjoyed it," said 
the player who lives in 
Gland, close to Geneva. 

Miyazato - no relation to 
the world No. 1 and defending 
champion Ai Miyazato - had 
six birdies in her round, and 
was especially pleased to 
hole from ten feet for birdie 
at the last. 

A 20-year-old who lives in 
Florida and went to the IMG 
Academy in Bradenton, she 
is in her second year on the 
EPGA Tour with a fourth 


place her best finish. 

While her English is 
patchy, she clearly under¬ 
stood the question as to 
whether she was ready to 
win. Beaming broadly, she 
replied: "Almost." 

The big names had a 
mixed bag. 

The Miyazato who won 
last year, Ai, had a 72 for 
three under, while US 
Women's Open Champion, 
Paula Creamer, posted a 73 
for even par.

"Like all rookies, I want to 
work hard,” Eyenga said 
through a translator. 

"Every time I've started

The Cavaliers had been 
thwarted twice before in free 
agent deals after losing 
James, the two-time NBA

tire squad for the August 11 
friendly against Norway. 

Former Manchester Uni¬ 
ted defender and Lyon coach 
Blanc refused to elaborate on 
his bold move but told his 
first press conference as 
coach earlier this month: "I 
can't act as if nothing hap¬ 
pened in South Africa. 

"I followed events with 
great sadness. I was disap¬ 
pointed by the sporting per¬ 
formance but I was above all 
outraged by certain behaviour. 
I'll take stock of these elements 
in my analyses and thoughts.” 

French football chiefs also 
unveiled a new president Fer¬ 
nand Duchaussoy on Friday 
and his first act after assum¬ 
ing command was to issue a

Montreal Dawson's leads 
trio for enshrinement 


COOPERSTOWN (ALP) - 
Montreal Expos slugger 
Andre Dawson, former man¬ 
ager Whitey Herzog and re¬ 
tired Major League Baseball 
umpire Doug Harvey will be 
inducted into the Baseball 
Hall of Fame on Sunday. 

Dawson, the only player 
inducted in this year's media 
vote, might be the last mem¬ 
ber of the Expos to claim a 
place in the shrine, the club 
having moved to Washington 
in 2005, nine years after 
Dawson completed a 21-sea¬ 
son career. 

Two buses from Montreal 
filled with supporters are set 
to make the 250-mile trip to 
watch the ceremony. 

It took nine years for 
Dawson, a .279 career hitter 
with 438 home runs and 
1,591 runs batted in, to earn 
the 75 percent approval 
needed for induction. 

Dawson, 56, began his ca¬ 


reer with the Expos in 1976 
and spent 11 seasons with the 
Canadian club before joining 
the Chicago Cubs for six sea¬ 
sons. He later played for 
Boston and Florida before re¬ 
tiring in 1996. 

Herzog, 78, became the 
19th manager to win a place 
in the Hall. His first manage¬ 
rial post was with Texas in 

1973 and followed by taking 
over the California Angels in 

1974 before a five-year stint 
at Kansas City. 

But it was with St. Louis 
from 1980 through 1990 
where Herzog made his 
biggest impact, guiding the 
Cardinals to the 1982 World 
Series crown as well as three 
National League titles and six 
division titles. 

Harvey, 80, handled 4,670 
games from 1962 through 
1992, including appearances 
in five World Series.
